Italian Headquarters in Northern 


Italy. Monday, Nov. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press)—The crossing of the 
Tagliamento at Pinzano by a con- 
siderable force of the enemy should 
rot be a surprise as this Has been 
foreseen from the heavy pressure the 
Austro-Germans were concentrating 
on the Italian left wing. The river 
Tagliamento is only one of a series 
of defenses. 
Its main purpose was 


to retard the enemy advance and to 
gain time for the Italians in which 
to rehabilitate and reconcentrate. 
The Tagliamento 
has served that 


useful purpose and the enemy now 
is faced by another line of defense 
an dother water courses. What line 
the Italians have chosen for their 
final stand cannot be indicated. 


Two theories prevail concerning

PRESIDENT WAS RIGHT. 


Two years ago no phase of Presi- 


dent Wilson's policy was so-bitterly 
attacked as his action in Mexico. A 
great many people honestly felt that 
it was futile and cowardly. Yet do 
you notice how quietly things are 
going across the Rio Grande, and 
how the principles that Mr. Wilson 
worked out are gradually being vin- 
dicated? 


It was a bad mess, and any pres- 


ident that had to handle such a 
tangle would make blunders. Had 
some men been running things, we 
would have been involved in a war 
costing us tens of thousands of men 
by the time Germany defied us. 
Then we would have been worse off 
than now, with two wars on our 
bands. 


President Wilson took the position 


that Mexico should be allowed to 
•work out her own salvation, and the 
principles held 
by the 
so-called 


Constitutionalist party were correct, 
and in time would make their force 
felt. 
It seems to be working that 


way. 


Our erstwhile terror, Francisco 


Villa, has very much subsided. He 
has but a rag-tag fragment of 
bandits following 
him, and 
has 


ceased to be an important factor. 
The military chiefs have had to bow 
to Mr. Carranza, who, whjle proud 
and stubborn and possessed of typ- 
ical Spanish faults, is the strongest 
man in Mexico today. He, at least, 
has high ideals of education and 
democratic rights, and he is grad- 
ually working them out. 


Recent reports show that foreign 


business men are coming in again, 
and that things are gradually quiet- 
ing down to a normal basis. The 
Carranza government shows a more 
friendly attitude toward us. 
The 


outlook now is that before Mr, Wil- 
son* sterm ends, Mexico will have 
reached a more enduring basis than 
it ever was under Diaz, thus showing 
the essential soundness of the Wil- 
son policy.

SHIP VS. SUBMARINE. 


What can be done to make the 


merchant ship proof against the sub- 
marine? 
The offhand reply would 


be to strengthen the hull wall of the 
ship so that it should be proof from 
torpedo attack. 
Yet this simply ag- 


gravates the danger. The torpedoes 
will go through any steel wall that 
can be placed on such ships. 
The 


greater the weight of metal protec- 
tion, the more that metal is broken 
up into bits, the more it tears to 
pieces the fabric of the vessel. 


Technical 
thought 
today would 


make a light hull wall for the vul- 
nerable portion of the ship. 
It 


would have rows of water-tight com- 
partments. 
It would arrange the 


cargo with due proportions of freight 
having a capacity for absorbing heat 
and explosive gases. In case of ex- 
plosion, if the gases were liberated 
into 
compartments 
filled 
with 


freight like potatoes, it is said the 
cargo would absorb much of this de- 
structive 
force. 
Vents would be 


provided so that much of the ex- 
plosive gas would be liberated harm- 
less into the outside air. 


A ship built low in the water, with 


a smokestack only a few feet high, 
the draft kept strong by force, 
would escape submarine observation 
except at short distance. 
Use of 


fuel oil and anthracite coal would 
save the smoke that reveals a ves- 
sel's presence. The sides of the ship 
should be camouflaged with imita- 
tion of sea color.

WAR TALKS 


By UNCLE DAN 


Number Thrme 


How War Method* Have Changed 


Everybody Mutt Help. 


"Hello, Uncle Dan. Jlmmle and I 


have been waiting for you." 


"Sorry if 1 have kept you long," said 


Uncle Dan. "Your mother 1ms been 
tejllug me how bashful I used to be. 
She said (f a girl spoke to me 1 would 
blush to my hair root*. 
Well, I re- 


minded her of the time your father 
.first came to see her and the joke we 
played on them, so 1 guess that will 
hold her for a while." 


Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "You 


want to talk more about the war, do 
you? Well, war methods have under- 
gone many changes and they are still 
changing. 
No two wars are fought 


alike. In early times,'the weapons were 
stones, clubs, spears, bows and arrows, 
swords, etc. In this kind of warfare, 
victory was with the strong right arm. 
Men of enormous size and strength 
were the great warriors. The Inven- 
tion of gunpowder, however, bas 
changed all this. It has enabled men 
to kill one another at a considerable 
distance, and do it wholesale. 
The 


war, 
as we know it now, is a combina- 


tion of chemicals, machinery, •mathe- 
matical calculations and highly trained 
men. 
Just think of ft! 
Airplanes, 


submarines, armored tanks, or cater- 
pillars, poison gases, and curtains of 
fire are all used for the first time in 
this war; and they are destructive be- 
yond anything heretofore known. 


"The methods followed by the kai- 


ser and bis allies are simply devilish. 
He must answer in history to the kill- 
ing of thousands of Innocent women 
and children. He has broken every 
international law .and every rule of. 
warfare; he has bombarded hospitals* 
and undefended cities, sunk Bed Gross 
ships on errands of mercy; he has de> 
strdyed cathedrals and priceless treas- 
ures of art that can never be replaced; 
he has made slaves of his prisoners; 
he has tried to get us into war with 
Japan; his emmissarles have blown up 
our ships, burned our factories and 
fired our forests. He knows no mercy 
or honor. The most charitable view 
to take of this blood-thirsty tyrant 
is that he is crazy. 


"One thing is certain," continued Un- 


cle Dan, with great emphasis, "Our 
liberty, the safety of our homes and 
our country, and the security of the 
world demand the speedy and abso- 
lute overthrow of the kaiser and 
crushing out once and forever the 
reign of Prussian brutality." 


-How about the German people," 


said Billie.' 


Uncle Dan replied: "The splendid 


German people were happy, thrifty, 
prosperous and contented.' They have 
been tricked into war and. made to 
suffer the tortures of the damned; 
they have been cruelly and systematic- 
ally deceived. God grant that the real 
facts may get to them, and If they do. 
Lord help the kaiser!" 


"Of course the allies wffl win," said 


Mrs. 
Graham. 


"Probably so," said Uncle Dan. "But 


if we are to win, we must go the limit. 
We must check the awful destruction to 
shipping by the German submarines, 
or we may not be able to get food and 
supplies to our own men and to our al- 
lies; we must also put hundreds of 
thousands, and perhaps millions, of 
first-class soldiers in the battle line. 


"Food Is the first consideration," Un- 


cle Dan continued. "No army can hold 
out against hunger. It bas been sold 
that food will win the war, and this is 
largely true. 
Hence the Importance 


of the farm In the war plans of our 
country." 


Mrs. 
Graham interrupted by saying: 


"In view of the importance of farming, 
don't you think, Daniel, that the farm- 
ers ought to be exempted from war 
servicel" 


"No, a thousand times no," said Un- 


cle Dan, striking the table so nard to 
emphasize bis protest that be tipped 
over a vase of flowers. "We must 
have no class legislation. Tbe duly to 
serve is the common duty of all, and 
no class must be relieved of this ob- 
ligation. The question of exemption 
must be a personal one and decided by 
the facts surrounding each case. In 
no other way can we have a square 
deal, and to Insure this, it Is tbe duty 
of congress to pass immediately the 
Chamberlain bill, or some such meas- 
ure, which Is fair to all classes. It 
would settle all these questions and 
do It fairly. Safety now and safety 
hereafter demands such legislation, 
and let me suggest that you and your 
friends get busy with your congress- 
man and senators and urge them to 
prompt action. 


It is time for us to realize tbat we 


are not living la a fools' paradise; 
that this great country of ours cost 
oceans of blood and treasure and It is 
only due to the loyalty, sacrifice and 
service of our forefathers tbnt webave 
a country, and It 3s our highest duty 
to preserve it unimpaired and pass it 
on to posterity, rw matter what the 
cost may be. Our citizenship and their 
ancestors came from all parts of the 
world to make tin* country a borne 
find enjoy Its Wrings and opportu- 
nities; hence, in tltc crisis before nn. 
It Is the duty of everyone to stand 
wiuntvly bnrk of our country and be 
prepared to oWfnd the flag. Bv*ry- 
one la this crisis is either pro-Anwrl- 
caa or pro-Geminn. Great as the coun- 
try Is, there is not room- «no«gJi for 
two nags."

new line.

by Berlin's statement that the Ital- 
ians were retreating all along the 
front from Colbricon, north of the 
Sugana valley to the Fella valley. 


These momentous events mean an 


Italian withdrawal along the entire 
front as far west as the edge of the 
Trentiao district. 
Colbricon is near 


the Austrian border, about 40 miles 
northeast of Trent, while the Fella 
valley lies almost in a direct line 
north from Udine. 


The whole Italian line, apparently, 


is being drawn back in the direction 
of the Piave. which runs approxi- 
mately 25 miles west of the Taglia- 
mento. and cuts in a reasonable 
straight course northwesterly across 
the neck of Itrjian territory, some 17 
miles east of Venice, on the Adriatic 
to the Austrian border. 


This would give a lias little more

Paix-Seailles as one of the premier's 
principal assistants the case is re- 
garded as grave and the government 
will be interpellated on this subject 
as soon as the premier returns from 
Italy.

Editor of

Advocate: 
Your 


most welcome letter with the hand- 
some medal received, and 1 wish to 
express my thanks for the same. I 
shall ever wear and cherist it and it 
shall ever be a constant reminder of 
the deaV ones at homo. No matter 
what the ultimate orftcome ot tnis 
titanic struggle may be, the medal 
shall ever be with me lor 1 will al- 
ways wear it over my heart. I will 
give you an idea of our camp life 
here. It surely is one big place and 
there are 42.000 of us learning to 
become fighting men for L'ncle Sam. 
Our camp is six miles long (ami five 
miles wide. 
It is built along 
the 


same lino as Camp Sherman at rhil- 
hcothe, only mucli larger. \\ e cer- 
tainly are receiving plenty of train- 
ing and much drilling, and are on 
the same ground over 
which 
the 


Union soldiers fought the Confeder- 
ates, and every day we are reminded 
of that fact by picking up memen- 
toes ot that caliant struggle, an old 
gun stock, bullets and various relios 
of the war of '61-65. 
We are only 


three uiilas from 
Petersburg, 
and 


many an old northerner here will re- 
member this most historic spot. 


Army life is not so bad, in fact it 


is exhihrating. even if it is a little 
hard, and I know that it will have a 
wonderful influence over all of the 
boys and will do wonders for us. We 
arise at 5:30 every morning, and be- 
lieve me we get up. No rolling over 
for another little nap, like we were 
wont to do at home, for if we are 
not out at six o'clock to answer roll 
tall it means a job chopping wood 
lor a few tlc.ys. 


We start to drill at 7:30 in the 


morning and drill until 11:30, and 
then comes mess call, so dear to a 
soldier's heart. 
It is tuneful music 


I assuie you. 
Perhaps the "eats" 


are not the same as those at home, 
but they are certainly good and sub- 
stantial and plenty of it. 


I have been transferred 
to the 


Quartermaster's Division, and it is a 
welcome change. It 
is considered 


one of the best branches in the serv- 
ice. I cannot refrain from speaking 
of the grand work of the Y. M. C. A. 
They have fifteen buildings here and 
the work they are doing for the boys 
is appreciated by us all. 
There are 


plenty of newspapers and all kinds 
of literature. 
There is 
plenty of 


music, piano, victrola, etc., and as we 
have some splendid songsters in 
camp we are never at a loss for mus- 
ical entertainment. 
Then there is! 


the moving pictures and believe me 
we are up to date on the screen show- 
ings. 
They had a five-reel picture 
this evening and it was highly enjoy- 
able, as well as .-nteresting and in- 
structive. 


Our athletic department is in capa- 


ble hands and the instructors 
are 


painstaking and thorough. We have 
our baseball teams, football squads, 
tennis courts and basket ball, besides 
plenty of good boxing. Not so bad, 
is it, even if we cannot stay out late 
at night, for we have to retire to our 
quarters at nine o'clock. 


This is not like being in good old 


Newark when we could do just about 
as we pleased, but we are in the 
army now and we must obey our 
rules and regulations. 
Give my best 


regards to all my friends and if my 
destination is France, I will try and 
do my full duty as 
one of Uncle 


Sam's 
fighting soldiers.
